CAPARISON states that In 1939 he made the acquaintance of Dr, Fritz 
ARLT @ WERNER (fnu). ARLT vaa at that time attached to a German armored 
division and vore civilian clothes. CAPARISON claims that ARLT was primarily 
interested in the political and ideological side of the Ukraniau Liberation 
Movement, but he does not believe that ARLT vaa an intelligence officer. 

When ARLT vas a member of the ANTEROOMchain, S/A Condlle jHaJdii of Reg^ 
stated that ARLT vas some kind of German liaison officer to OJN Bandera 
during the war. Whether ARLT did strictly intelligence voik during the var 
is uncertain, but it is a fact that since 1945 be has vorked in an intelligence 
capacity for Region IV and for Constabulary MIS*
